At Trext Dominion Election. 


Clause 33 of the Dominion Elec- 
tions Act sets forth that; 

“xcept as provided {in this seo 
tion, it shall not be necessary to pre- 
pare new lists of voters for the pur- 
poses of any efection to be held in 
any electoral district when 
been in that electoral district a pre-| 
vious election for which the lists of | 
voters prepared are of record in the, 
office of the Chief Electoral Officer | 
and there is an interval of less than 
two years between the dates of the 
writs for the two elections.” 

That is to say, the voters’ lists 
now being prepared for the hold- 
ing of the plebiscite are the lists 
which are to be used should a gen- 
eral Dominion election occur 
within the next two years or 
should it be necessary to hold a 
Dominion by-election in any of the 
electorial districts of the pro- 
vince, 

The present Parliament of Can- 
ada wa; elected in November of 
1911, Its term expires five years 
from the date of the return of the 
writ; probably some time in De- 
cember of 1922, A general Dom- 
inion election must be held before 
that time, and when it is held the 
lists now being prepared are the 
lists of those who may vote, The 
lists are good for two years; an 
election must be held within two 
years, It is a perfectly plaifi 
case that the lists now being made 
up are the lists which will be used 
at the next Dominion election, 

That is a point of importance 
particularly to people residing in 
cities and towns, for any of them 
who fail to get their names upon 
the lists now cannot swear in their 
votes either at the plebiscite or at 
the Dominion election, That pri- 
vilege is given to residents of rural 
districts but not to persons resid- 
ing in urban centres. 

Clause 63 of the Act provides 
that :— 

“At polling stations in rurai potting 
divisions the deputy returning offloer 
shall, while the poll is open, {@ re- 
quired by any pereon whose name is 
not on the voters’ HNst and who fy) 
vouched for by an _ elector whose 
name appears upon a voters’ list and 
who is a resident of such polling di- 
vision, administer to such person an 
oath In form No, 33 of achedule one 
to this act and to such other person 
an oath Jn form No. 84 of schedule 
one to this Act, and such oath having 
been taken by the applicart person 
and by such other person, the deputy 
returning officer shall at onee oause 
such apniicant’s person's name to be 


added to the voters’ list. with the word 
‘sworn’ written thereafter and «> 

ject to the next following subsection 
of this act, such applicank person ica y 


thereupon vote,” 

This privilege of swearing his 
name onto the voters’ list on poll. 
ing day is restricted to the resi- 
dents of a rural distriet. It does 
not apply to people living in 
towns and cities having a popu- 
lation of more than one thousand. 
These must make personal regis- 
tration between Monday, Sept. 
13th and Saturday, Sept I8th or 
they cannot gct their names on 
the lists and cannot vote. 

It is morally certain, if not 
legally necessary, that the lists 
now being prepared are the lists 
which will be used at the next 
election of members of the House 
of Commons; and it is definitely 
laid down that unless residents of 
towns and cities get their names 
on the lists by personal registra- 
tion within the dates stated they 
are disfranchised, alike for the! 
purposees of the coming plebiscite | 
and for the Dominion election 
which mst take place before tha | 
lists expire.

The sunflower is harvested with an 
ordinary cora binder whica does the 
work very satisfactorily, On Friday 
over one half of the acreage had been 
cut and no difficulty whatever had 
been experienced, the binder cutting 
and tying all of the stalks very easily. 
Six teams were required to haul the 
sunflowers to tae cutting box, which

REVELT BREAKS 
QUT IN TRIESTE, 
BUT LS QUELLED 


Troops Are Patrolling Streets, 
and a Destroyer Is Anchored 
in the Harbor 


Trieste, Sept. 11—A soctlalist revolt 
in which barricades were erected in 
the streets and artillery, rifles, ma- 
chine guns and bombs were freely em- 
ployed.in a struggle betwen the rioters 
and the military, broke out here yes- 
terday afternoon, Italian troops and 
nava| forces, however, succeeded in 
completely restoring order last night. 
The troops are patrolling the streets, 
and a destroyer is anchored in the har- 
bor commanding the public square. 

The fighting was sharp while it last- 
ed. The socialists, who were well arm- 
ed and supplied with ammunition, 
challenged the trops to advance upon 
their barricades. Both side then open- 
ed fire and sharp volleys were ex- 
|changed, Several of the soldiers were 
wounded by bullets fro mthe rifles of 
|the entrenched socialists, while numer- 
ous casualties occurred in the socialis- 
tic ranks. 

As evening drew near, the military 
drew artillery into position and pre- 
‘pared for a concerted attack. Before 


ernor Mosconi sent an ultimatum to 
\the socialist leaders, ordeing them to 
withdraw from the streets. The lead- 
(ers of the revolt ultimately decided to 
|bow before the governor's threat of 
jmore drastic measures and the rioters 
‘tore down their entranchments, indi- 
feating they had abandoned the fight, 
{and fell back from the streets. 
| The destroyer, which played a part 
\in the action to put down the revolt, 
| Sretead in the harbor during the after- 
|noon, and anchored immediately fac- 
ing the public square . 

iCvil Givernor Mosconi issued an or- 
der last evenin prohibitiing movement 
in the streets after 10 p.m., and also 
| forbidding anyone looking out of win- 
‘dows in the San Giacomo district 
where sniping has been frequent.
